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Suggested Amendments to H.R. 4620 


(New material underlined; deleted material in brackets and scored through) 
A BILL 
To amend title 5, United States Code, to provide special allowances 


to certain physicians employed by the United States in order 
to enhance the recruitment and retention of such physicians. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That this Act may be 


cited as the "Federal Physicians Comparability Allowance Act of 1976". 
Sec. 2. (a) Subchapter IV of chapter 59 of title 5, United States 

Code, relating to allowances, is amended by adding at the end thereof 

the following new section:. 

"85948. Physicians comparability allowances
